z: ase RULES -a 
1. A boat’s own course is a straight line from start to finish, 


2. Any boat varying from its course interfering with any other boat will be 
disqualified. 


3. Boats shall start from stern and finish from bow. 
4. Boats shall turn from right to left, but left to right at their own risk. 


5. Boats must carry the colors of the club in the bow. Cox-swain must wear 
the head-dress colors of the club. 


6. Incase of a false start, two pistol shots will be a signal to return to line. 


7. Any boat not on the line five minutes after the starting whistle is given 
will be disqualified, unless the captain gives satisfactory reason to Marshal of Course. 


8. Races will start in rapid succession, and contestants will prepare themselves 
one race previous to the race they are to compete in. The whistle of the next race 
will be blown after the first boat crosses the line. 

Prizes will be distributed at the Pioneer Rowing Club’s Ball, at B.-B. Hall, 
Saturday Evening, October 2, 1897.
